But alas! with France it is too ſcrupulous 
a Nicety;, ſo to depend on the Deciſions at the 
Par,”or on thoſe at Munſter, Breda, or Nuxzegrcn, 
either ; her- King will plead his Rights bat with.. 
the Mouths of his Cannons bravely , Alexander 
like ; and he's told he hath more Right to all 
Europe than this Young Grec:an had to A/72. 


For Patru in his New Law Book left this 
on Record as a perpetual Maxime to be followed 
ty France, which he oft before maintained in 
open Parliament, That the Word Kingdom, 
with them , doth comprehend generally all the * 
Lands, Principalities, and Dominions, which 
Fortune, Succeſs and the Valour of the French 
Monarchs, can add to the Sacred Subjettion of 
the Flower de Luce. And as Rivers and Rivo- 
lets, by entring znto the'Sea, loſe themſrlues 
preſently, with all their particulw qualities , 
as ſoon as they are incor orated to the Nuble 
Ocean , ſo all conquered Provinces, and Nations, 
do loſe their peculiar Names, Priviledges, 
and Prerog.utives, to be made Members of the 
Firſt Monarchy of the V Vorid, and of its, Lads

Habit in any unjuſt Courſe will mortifie the 
remorſe, and check the Senſe of all other Law, 
that may dictate the contrary ; ſo France, by a 


long praQtice of following theſe boundleſs 


Maximes , is become as it were accuſtomed 
to think that her Conqueſts muſt be as large 


as her Ambition ; and that thoſe Nations do 


really belong toher, ſhe and her Mercenary Pens 
had but a Fancy of Right unto in the beginning. 


But what of all this, you'll fay ; theſe are but 
general Preſumptions and Jealouſfies, when France 
puts in no Claim againſt England , I never heard 
of any, lcan't fancy which way.Then hear further: 


The fore-mentioned Rz4ier (among the reſt) 
ſets out this Title of France to the Engi:h 
Crown, as you may more fully ſee in his 
French Book, and in the following Diſcourſe ; 
And one is in right of the Dolphin Lewzs, 
Son to Philip Auguſtus, who by the Popes 
means ,. and of ſome of the _— Lords, 
entred, and 'was Crowned here in Exgland, 
and ravaged here a good while ; deſigning by a 

eneral Maſſacre of alt the Engliſh Princes and 

rs ' to ſhorten his Conqueſt : tl one of his 
French Cabinet Councellors ' could not die 
quietly till he revealed this horrible Projeet 
to ſome of the Engliſh Nobility. Such a Right

as this, with ſuch other, the French Kings are 
put in Remembrance of in their Coronation Oath. 

Such another Claim they lay to Srot/and in 
Right of Francis the Second, who married 
Mary Steward Queen of Scotland; and though 
ſhe had no iſſue by him, yet 'tis a ' Maxime 
with them, That the Crown can loſe nane of 
the Rights it once had, and that no Aliena- 
tion can be. made trom it, but it ſtill Reinters. 


By a Sequel of the ſame Maxime,they go on and 
ſay, ThatEcclefia ff ficus Minor. That no Aliena- 
tion can be made from the Charch no more than 
from Minors. But Ir:1and belong'd to the Church 
of Rome , to which the Natives gave ' thetm- 
ſelves up long ago ; now the French King is 
Eldeſt Son of the Church,and her Heir: Nay it's 
faid,that his good Old Mother either ſold or gave 
him that Kingdom, when ſhe could make n6- 
thing of it her ſelf; and may he not then claim it 
upon as good and better Grounds than az took 
and kept Navarr from' its Lawful King, being 
an Heretick ; of which that Wiſe Granar 
deprived him by no other Right then by that by 
which ſhe pretends to diſpoſeſs Heretick Kings. 


It was by that Right ſhe ſent her Nuticio to 
diſplay the Banner of Rebellion in Trel/and in 
41, and another Nuncio inor about 758, to raiſe 
the fame Tragedy. Was it not by this Tranſport

- Son, thatthe Titular Biſhop Tultbot, undertook 
with, others in Seventy three to prepare a Sea. 
,Port Town in Irelana by Bribe or Stratagem to 
Receive a French Army , and to have Fl e- 
nough; ſecretly enliſted in a readineſs to' meet 
them ;, when they; Attemped firſt to Kill the 
Fngl:ſb,Agent, who came to diſcloſe their De- 
ſigns, and prevailed with Secretary Perridge 
and others to Poſt after him ; Swe 2r:ng, That if 
they met Everard, be would never come to Eng- 
land to tell Tates ; as even Sir Edward Hunger- 
ford, who chanc's to meet them remembers. 
When upon another ſham Accuſation they 
thought they had procured his Mouth to be' for 
ever {topt in the Tower ,. then I ſay they went 
on ſtill with their Deſign in Favour of France ; 
and ſome others, unknown to the former, who 
ſince deſerted -their Camps , diſcloſed that the 
ſaid Talbot and others, were in 78, carrying 
on the ſame Treachery as ſecurely as before : 
And ſome, even in this very Month, came from 
Treland, and Accuſed, as is {lid before the Coun- 
cil, thoſe very Perſons, with other Titular 
French Agents, as Plunkett, Molony, &c. of 
which ſome were, as it is known,in great Favour 

and Correſpondency with the French Court. 


But ſuppoſed the French, had with the Papiſts

Execution, will fill hinder it and make it A- 
bortive. That the Landing of any Forreigner 


would - be the Uniting of all our. Divided;Par- 


tics together againſt them ;' that-they would 
be met with as Vnaminous a+ Reſolution as 
when they were thought to have Landed at 
Purbeck Iſland laſt Year. .And . beſides that, 
we would Clap up all  Papiſts::in ſuch a 


-JunAure. that they are. difſarmed: And even 


the French themſelves are ſenſible of this:; 
thereſore their Fleet and Back is Turned from 


us toward Taly aud Germany. 


Though it is not; my Deſign to diſpute much 
about the poſſibility of an Attempt, which 1 wiſh 
might be for ever impoſſible ;. yet for conſcience 
ſake; and to remove: our Countrey mens too much 
ſecurity, I ſay that neither you, nor any man, can 
know all the Papiſts, French,and other diſaffeted, 
pre-ingaged, Innovators, and Penſioners incEng- 
41:4, who.Prothens like;can ſhape themſelves to 
all Figures : therefore how 'can you ſecure them 
all; how can you diſarm them totally : And can 
you Anſwer for the Sentiments an4 Intereſt of 
all the different Parties in Er:g/and, and ſpe- 
cially in Ireland , which: fide they wonld in- 
cline? In Ireland, where to one Proteſtant there 
are three Papiſts, can you vouch they'll 
ſooner joyn with an Engliſh Heretick than 


with

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with a French Catholick. ? So many Ignorant 
Blind Zealots, ſo many Prieſt-ridden Furies, 
fo many outed of their Eſtates. on former De- 
linquencies., ſo many Thouſands of Frenchi- 
[fied -Officers and Caſhiered Soldiers and Tories 
ſtraggling there, ſhall they, think you, ſooner 
joyn with Englith, againſt whom they have a 
blind Aantipathy , . than with thoſe whom 
they: look upon as damned Miſcreants,. Tyrants, 
Vſurpers-of their Countrey and Religion, than 
with the French Romaniſts, whom they would 
welcome as Saviours and Reſtorers of their All : 
Nay as they think they loſt all by the Engliſh, 
they'd venture all they have, vis. their Lives, 
for the French or other Foreigner. Neither can 
we be aware of all the. Arms they may have 
hid , they may have Conveyed to .them, ſe- 
cretly ; of all the Arms their fury could make 
uſe of in an uproar ? What Store. of Arms 
needed they for the Maſſacre of the Danes , 
or for: ſhe Maſlacre of the Proteſtants in Ire/2nd? 
And can't their Holy Father enjoyn again, on ſuch 
an Occaſion, a Third Maſſacre to be prepe- 
trated to th: full Honour of the Holy Trinity in 
Three Perſons ! | 


In a word, what need we ſo much _Difpute 
Touching the Impoſlibility of an Invaſion, to 
render our ſelves more ſecure , when our own 


Hiſtories do convince us how often, to our _ 
uch 
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ſuch a thing hath been done , which we could 
not prevent , when for our' fins God Av6u1d 
ſuffer it to be, by ſome Art we could'not fore- 
ſee till done. And not to mention our Gene- 
ral Conqueſts, can we forget that ſame in King 
John's Time, thoſe other Landings of Spanzards 
and Ttalians in Ireland 'in Queen El:zaberh's 
Time, at the Invitation of the Pope and Papiſls ? 
But you'll fay we were then leſs Powerful, 
we were then more divided, , we have ſtopped 
thoſe Gapps; and' it may be too they have re- - 
fined their Pollicies and Ways of Attacking to the 
height of your Preparednaſs: and what ever our 
Power is now, I am ſure the French were never 
more formidable and more fit to ſtruggle with us. 
And our ſecret Diviſions are near as great as our 
open ones were then ; a little Spark from abroad, 
would perhaps, make it break out into a Flame ; 
and our ſecret Enemies are no leſs dangerous 
than open ones : Thefe can be known and: met 
withat, bur thoſe cannot ; and would be ready 
at a Watch-word to follow on the back of us ; 
ariſing, as it were, out of-an Ambufcado.

Yet all this, dear Countreymen, is faid to cau- 
tion and not to diſhearten us, and to Unite and 
prepare us; as Fencers do ſhew the ſeveral Palles
